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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the claim language of claims 1 1 and 17 do not 
appear in better forms for allowance. Applicants argue that Wang does not teach or suggest the step of measuring reception level of 
received signals, which modulated by a specific known spreading code, and the inteference caneling of Wang is always excecuting 
without the determination of whether or not to execute it. The examiner respectfully disagrees because Wang clearly teaches the received 
signals are determined by the energies of signal components associated with them; and the signals are modulated and presented in 
spreading sequences as well as the received signals (now in forms of spreading codes) are determined whether to exceed a threshold or 
not for executing the interference cancellation (Wang, Fig. 8/step 850 and col. 8/lines 46-61), It is realized (understood) that those signals 
which are not exceeded the threshold won't be processed at the next step, i.e., generating associated power and symbol estimates (at 
step 860 of Fig. 8) and then the step of interference cancellation (at step 870 & 880). Therefore, Wang reads on the claims for this issue 
argued by the applicants, and the rest of the final rejection stands proper and valid based at least on this disclosure and discussion from 
Wang. 
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
